Somerville, N. J., August 13.— 
Nearly four years after the Hall- 
Mills murders, two men &nd a wom- 
an have been identified as among 
those present at the e of the 
‘murders of the Rev. 
‘er Hall and Mrs. Eleanor Mills on the 
night of September 14, 1922. 

The woman is Mrs. Francis Stev- 
-ens Hall, widow of the slain pastor. 
The men are “Willie” Stevens, her 
brother, and Henry De La Bruyere 
. Carpender, her cousin. All three are 
under arrest. 

Mrs.. Jane Gibsén, known to fol- 
lowers of the famous case as the 
“pig woman,” today formally identi- 
fied this suspected trio as those she 
had seen when she heard the shots 
that killed Hall and Mrs. Mills. 
[nm her blunt, cold manner, Mrs. 
Gibson first pointed to Carpender and 
Stevens, who were being arraigned on 
a first-degree murder charge, and lat- 
er named Mrs. Hall as the woman 
she had seen kneeling nearby. 

This was the most outspoken evi- 
dencé fortheoming since the :nvestiga- 
tions of the ease began. Most im- 
portant, it was the first time the “pig 
woman” had named Mrs. Hall's two 
male relatives. 

“Pig Woman” Tells Story. 

Without any effort to create dra- 
matic and picturesque effects, the 
“pig woman” portrayed, in her mono- 
syllabic English, an indelible picture.

Larry Pastor, Mickey Hughes and 
Harry L. Hughes, were indicted Fri- 
day by the Fulton county grand jury 
on misdemeanor charges, growing out 
of the investigation under way by 
Solicitor General John A. Boykin in- 
to the murder of Bert Donaldson, 
crack criminal investigator. 

The trio is being held in Fulton 
tower on charges of suspicion in con- 
nection with the murder of the in- 
vestigator which occurred on the night 
of July 29, at a room in the fashion- 
able Georgian Terrace hotel. 

Larry Pastor, who rented an auto- 
mobile from a local automobile rental 
agency prior to the Donaldson murder 
and also the day following the mur- 
der, was«indicted wy the grand jury 
on a charge of larceny after trust. 
The indictment alleges that he rented 
the car and converted it to his own 
use and that he kept the car with the 
intent to steal it. 

An indictment charging pointing a 
pistol at another was returned against 
Joseph Hughes alias Claude Hughes 
alias Mickey Hughes it. being alleged 
that on July 26, he, the accused, did 
intentionally point a pistol at and to- 
ward W. D. Garland, of 4 Luckie 
street.

TWO-THIRDS RULE. 


CHANGE. OPPOSED 
BY PARTY LEADERS 


Abolition Appears Un- 
likely on Basis of Poll 
Taken by Democratic 
National Committee. 


NO CHANCE SEEN 
FOR AL OR M’ADOO 


Belief Is Retention of 
Two-Thirds Rule Will 
Prevent Another Smith- 
McAdoo Fight.

Washington, August 13.—Abolition 
of the two-thirds rule in the next 
democratic national convention ap- 
pears unlikely in the judgment of 
party leaders here. The contrary 
impression has been widely circulated. 
But the writer has seen the poll on 
which this report was based and it 
shows that of the 108 votes on the 
democratic national committee, 47 or 
eight less than a majority are  fa- 
orable to abolition. 

What is perhaps more significant 


is that some of the _ insiders have 
reached the conclusion that the agi- 
tation was a mistake and that it 
should be dropped. This amounts to 


a change of front on the part of some 
leaders who originally hailed the 
movement to abolish- the. two-thirds 
rule as a great reform that would 
save the party from another such 
humiliation as it received during the 
Madison Square Garden deadlock be- 
tween Al Smith and McAdoo, 
Smith-McAdoo Feud. 

Feeling is now growing that _ the 
abolition of the two-thirds rule would 
be the very thing to intensify the 
Smith-McAdoo feud by giving. re- 
newed hope to each side. Some are 
beginning to feel that the best way 
to side-step another such fight is to 
let the two-thirds rule stand. This 
in itself would be adequate warning 
to both sides that neither could win 
—with each holding a one-third veto 
strength. 

This shift of view seine party 
leaders is due to the rapidly growing 
intensity of the religious question as 


a political factor. This development 
Was recently pointed out in three 
dispatches. During the last few 
weeks there have been a series of 
belligerent statements like that of 
Senator Caraway, Arkansas democrat, 
who said that Smith could never be 
elected president because of his reli- 
gion and a similar remark by a promi- 
nent Methodist churchman. 

Al Smith was dragged into the re- 
cent Alabama primary campaign, can- 
didates capitalizing their opposition 
to his nomination as a_local political 
asset. The Ku Klux Klan which is 
controlled largely by southern demo-

GOVERNMENT AIDS 
FARM SITUATION 


Distinct Improvement in 
Cotton Spinning Trade 
in Past Month Is Claim- 
ed by Hoover. 


Paul Smith’s, N. Y., August 13.— 


(P)—With a country enjoying in gen- 
eral widespread prosperity, President 
Coolidge is -working to aid the agri- 
cultural and textile manufacturing in- 
dustries where conditions are not up 
to the general economic level. 

While details were withheld, it was 
said today after a visit of Secretary 
Hoover, of the commerce department, 
with Mr. Coolidge, that the govern- 
ment was attempting to improve the 
farm situation by steps which de- 
pended upon a coordinated effort of 
the agencies that provide agricultural 
credits to the country. Such moves as 
have been made, it was indicated, have 
been of a tentative eharacter and di- 
reeted through banks, ingprance com- 
panies and mortgage foan conterns. 

Aid In Cotton Spinning. 

Efforts of the commerce department 
in the textile industry were said to 
have been especially centered on the 
cotton spinning trade. While this, too, 
was not described in detail, it was 
said some progress had been made in 
adjustments in the industry of a bene- 
ficial character and that in the past 
month or six weeks there has been a 
distinct improvement. 

Mr. Hoover arrived from Wgsh- 
ington this morning and left for Cali- 
fornia at noon, 

In general and apart from some 
lags in agriculture, textiles and bi- 
tuminous coal, Mr. Hoover said the 
country was never in such excellent 
condition as at present. Even with 
agriculture, he added, there has been 
an improvement in prices of some 
commodities, while construction is 15 


per cent greater in volume than a. 


year ago. 
Foreign Trade Conditions. 


Asked by the president about for- 
eign trade conditions, Mr. Hoover 
said export~ of manufacturers were 
12 per cent greater than last year, a 
favorable point, in the opinion of the 
president, who was said to regard the 
figures on such products as of more 
importance than those on raw ma- 
terials entering the export trade, in 
so far as the balance of trads is con- 
cerned. 

The foreign commerce of Europe is 
about the same as before the world 
war, Mr. Hoover reported, with Eng- 
land showing a slight gain and Ger- 
many and France a slight loss. Re- 
duced to pre-war prices, he added, the 
exports of the United States are 57 
per cent greater than before the war 
and the imports 37 per cent greater. 

There was a falling off in the 
American balance of trade last year as 
compared with the preceding year, it 
was explained, due largely to prices 
on three items. Although the amount 
of cotton and wheat exported was as 
large as the preceding scar, it was 
said the prices were not as good as 
last year, meéaning a. reduction in 
terms of dollars. 

At the same time, it was added, 
there was a large increase in the cost 
of rubber imported last year as com- 
pared with the preceding year, so that 
on the dollar basis imports showed 
an advance.

STANDARDIZING COTTON. 


It is unfortunate that the cotton 
conference held in London Wednes- 
day could not see its way clear to 
adopt universal standards for the 
length of fiber. It was attended by 
representatives of cotton manufac- 
turing and marketing associations 
from all over the world, there being 
‘nine representatives from America. 
The English delegates blocked the 
program as outlined by the United 
States department of agriculture. 
Another meeting will be held in 
1927 in Washington, and at that 
time it is hoped that the universal 
standard proposal may be more 
popular. 

The present grade and color 
agreements are working most Sat- 
isfactorily, but the fact that there 
is no. standardization of staple 
lengths not only adds unnecessary 
confusion in cotton marketing, but 
works serious hardships upon pro- 
ducers. 

There is a distinctive demand for 
eVery Staple length, the longer fiber, 
af course, being the most valuable. 
And yet mills making one article 
may use only one length staple, 
those making another article still 
another length staple, and so on, 
The long staples 4re frequently 
penalized by being sold.on grade 
markings only, whereas the short 
staples would not be, penalized— 
as they have a definite market of 
their own—in the event there 
should be established a universal 
standardization. 

It is a merchandising problem 
that ought to.be solved in the in- 
terest of fairness to growers.

Editor Constitution: I understand 
that several reports regarding the 
travel of negroes through Dawsonville 
have been circulated which are detri- 
mental to the town and community 
and the public generally. 

I wish to state that the report that 
“negro chauffeurs are jerked from 
cars” here is absolutely false. Here 
is what happened and from which, I 
presume, these reports started. When 
a negro chauffeur stopped at a filling 
station here one day last week a man 
who does not live here went out and 
said something to the negro and I 
understand told him not to come back 
through here, but so far as jerking 
him from the car, he did not do this. 
The negro got out himself, assisted in 
filling the car with gas and drove 
away. This man, who interfered, was 
drinking. the same day he was placed 
in jail for drunkenness and the next 
day indicted by the grand jury. 

I also wish to state that Dawson- 
ville and Dawson county have been 
charged with many things that did 
not happen here and the people are 
getting tired of it. 

We are using every precaution to 
have a respectable town and want 
outsiders to recognize us as being 
purely human. It’s true, we have a 
few “roughnecks” as well as every 
other community but we are, with 
the help of our good judge and solici- 
tor, placing, these fellows where they 
really belong and are not tolerating 
any inhuman treatment by any. indi- 
vidual, either black or white, no 
longer than the law can have time to 
act upon such. 

We want people to pass through 
our town and stop, if they feel so dis- 
posed, and I’m sure that when they 
really kuow us as they should they 
will have nv ill feeling toward us, 

I certainly hope you receive no more 
such reports and if so, if you let us 
know we are certainly ready to share 
our part of the burden regardless. 

I hope The Constitution will con: 
tinue to help us by inducing travel 
over the Atlanta-Asheville highway by 
way of Dawsonville, as it is the 
shortest and most direct route to 
North Carolina and tourists will have 
the opportunity of viewing some of 
the most wonderful mountain scenery 
to be found anywhere.

“ WHEN MEAT IS RARE AND 
* JUICY. 


A mere tapeworm is nothing’ to 
speak about even in privaey, but tri- 
chinosis is something else again and 
I beg leave to say something about 
it here in public. 

T'apeworm, at least the kind which 
prevails in this country, seldom causes 
serious disturbance of the _ host’s 
health, unless the host and an elo- 
quent quach both learn of the par- 
asite’s presence. In the vast majority 
of cases the host never does learn 
that be harbors a tapeworm. In the 
yast majority of cases in which a 
rather enormous appetite accompanies 
a rather spare build, the tapeworm 
suggestion proves fallacious. It re- 
quires only a small bite of food daily 
to maintain a thriving tapeworm any- 
way, and I dare say most persons 
who, really have tapeworm have only 
ordinary appetites and are well nour- 
ished or too well nourished. 

A tapeworm passes the peaceful 
cycle of existence between the intes- 
tine of man and the intestine and 
flesh of cattle. ; 

Let us trace the cycle, John Doe 
harbors a tapeworm, whether John 
knows it or not. The Doe parasite 
lays innumerable eggs which can be 
seen only with the aid of a micro- 
scope; the eggs leave the host’s body 
with the excreta, and through un- 
sanitary or accidental circumstances 
the water pasturage or feed of cattle 
becomes contaminated: the eattle in- 
gest the eggs in or on their water 
or feed; in the intestine of the cow 
the eggs develop into larvae, which 
penetrate the intestinal wall and in- 
vade the flesh of the animal. Flesh 
containing the embedded larvae is 
called “‘measly beef.” Although meat 
inspection ordinarily detects the 
“mensies” and insures rejection of 
the carcass,-we must remember that 
considerable meat is marketed with 
out such inspection. If any such 
meat is ingested raw or rare or un- 
derdone, the larvae develop in the 
intestine of man to adult tapeworms. 
— is the way Richard Roe gets 
is. 

A’ more dangerous variety of tape- 
worm, uncommon in this country, 
passes a similar cycle of existence 
between the intestine of man and the 
intestine and flesh of the hog. 

But the most dangerous of snch 
parasites is the one known as trich- 
ina, which passes its life eyele in 
man, rat. and hog. Unlike the tape- 
worm this parasite may go through 


one host. One or two per cent of 
swine killed in America are found 
infested; and a greater proportion 
of rats are found infested. ‘Trichi- 
nosis is fatal in from 10 to 30 per 
cent of cases in man, 

Ham, sausage or pork should be 
thoroughly codked to insure the de- 
struction of any such parasites.

In announcing the action of the 
president, Mr. Hoover expressed the 
belief that within six months full 
passenger, express and mail service 
will be in operation on the trans- 
continental route.

Because of the 
Importance of this aspect of the sit- 
uation, the commerce department has 
had the cooperation of the army and 
navy departments in laying its plans 
for commercial flying. 

Two national advisory committees 
are also to be appointed by President 
Coolidge to assist the commerce de- 
partment in its work. 

One will aid in the establishment 
of national air routes, and will co- 
operate with the assistant secretaries 
in charge of aviation for the army 
and the navy as well as with the 
commerce department in this work. 

The other will assist the depart- 
ment in the formulation of rules for 
navigation, inspection of planes and 
licensing of pilots on national airways. 

Both will be made up of represent-, 
atives of commercial aviation indus- 
tries and of the army aml navy flying 
services.

BUSINESS ACTIVITY 
INU. 5. INCREASES 


Washington, August 13.—()— 
Measured by check payments, domestic 
business activity during the first 
week of August was large. than dur- 
ing the previous week and the same 
period last year. The increase, a com- 
merce department summary today dis- 
closed, was effected despite a slump 
in building contract awards, which 
began in July. 

Wholesale prices continued to de- 
‘line during the week while loans and 
discounts of federal reserve member 
banks increased, interest rates on all 
loans averaging higher than for the 
previous week and the same period 
last year. 

Fewer business failures were re- 
ported than for the last week of July 
although the total was higher than 
that for the first week of August of 
1925. 

Summarizing business conditions of 
July, the department note. that pig 
iron and steel ingot production was 
greater than for the same month last 
year, ‘ut below the June figure, while 
check payments indicated that the 
dollar volume of trade was larger 
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than for July, 1925.

FARMERS WARNED 
OF FLEA’ MENAGE 


Georgia farmers have been warned 
by the state board of entomology that 
due to the fact that the cotton hop- 
per “is very small and active, serious 
damage may be done by it before the 
cotton farmer detects the cause of 
trouble.” ; 

“The average person will not de- 
tect the presence of the cotton hop- 


per as they take flight the moment 
one touches the stalk of cotton on 
which they are feeding, and they are 
hard to find in a heavily infested 
field,” a statement given out by the 
the board read. 

Though the real name of the cotton 
hopper is cotton “‘flea,” this board has 
pointed out that the word “flea” is 
& misnomer as the insect is a leaf 
hopper or true bug belonging to the 
order Hemiptera. It is very small in 
Size and green in color, possessing a 
flat back with wings protruding some 
distance over the tip of the abdomen. 

The cotton flea punctures the small 
Squares when they first appear, caus- 
ing them to drop, the board statement 
said. In sucking the juices from the 
plant the insects transmit a poison 
which causes the cotton plant to dwarf 
or put out an abnormal growth, mak- 
rad straight stalk without limbs or 
ruit. 

A large percentage of young squares 
which have dropped, and the stunted 
growth of cotton, which have been at- 
tributed to weather conditions, were 
really caused by the cotton hopper, it 
was said. 

As to methods for combatting the 
cotton hopper, the board reaffirmed 
its original prescription when it said 
The best, in fact, only known means 
of control is dusting with flowers of 
sulphur. A ‘200’ mesh dusting sul- 
phur should- be used. This material 
can be purchased for about three 
cents a pound, Two parts sulphur 
and ‘one part calcium arsenate, used 
at the rate of about 10 pounds to the 
acre, 18 recommended. By using this 
mixture both the cotton flea and the 
cotton boll weevil can be controlled 
at one operation. The sulphur acts 
as a filler for the calcium arsenate 
thereby reducing the amount of poison 
necessary for the effective contro] of 
boll weevil. Ten pounds of sulphur- 
calcium arsenate mixture costs very 
little if any more than five pounds 
of Straight calcium arsenate. 

Cotton farmers are warned to keep 
on the outlook for this pest and if 
it appears begin dusting. The num- 
ber of dustings necessary will depend 
upon the weather. In dry weather 
once every two weeks or 10 days is 
sufficient. In wet weather one appli- 
cation should be made every week,”

New York, August 13.—The stock 
market acted today pretty much as 
it has done ona other occasions when 
the Federal Reserve — rediscount 
rate has been increased wnexpectedly. 
Oa January 8 the bank here raised 
its rediscount rate and for many 
weeks the action was ignored by the 
stock market, the average price of 50 
stocks continuing to climb to a new 
high record for all time until February 
13. Then there was a period of price 
irregularity, followed by a collapse. 

Some Wall street bankers may have 
known that an increase in the redis- 
eowat rate was coming, bat if they 
did they kept it to themselves. In 
the history of the federal reserve sys- 
tem there has never been an increase 
in the rediscount rate in August. 

It was stock speculation at a high 
level of prices on top of the: firmness 
in time and call moaey rates, cau 
partly by large commercial and crop 
demands, that undoubtedly influenced 
the Federal Reserve bank here to in- 
crease its rediscount rate. 

There have been times when federal 
reserve officiale have been criticised 
for waitiag until Ahe horse was stolen 
before locking the barn door. This 
happened early this year and in 1919. 
The best opinion is that this time the 
Federal Reserve bank acted wisely in 
raising its rediscount rate before any 
serious trouble occurred. If wild spec- 
ulation im the stock market had con- 
tinued until the price level got so 


high that a e¢rash in stock market) 


prices became inevitable, then the 
federal reserve officials would have 
been rightly criticised. 

While pretending to ignore the un- 
expected increase, speculative Wall 
Street knows well enough if the warn- 
ing just given against excessive stock 
speculation is not heeded, there will 
be more increases in the rediscount 
rate, which will have the, desired re- 
sults. 

Insiders in General Motors who 
bought stock some weeks ago at very 
much lower prices than those now 


existing on a pretty good understand- 
ing that a 50 per cent stock dividend 
was coming were not ¢ upon to 
exercise much judgment im order te 
make money. The holders of . Gen- 
eral Motors, however, did have to dis- 
play good judgment in knowing how 
and when to take profits. From what 
may learned in usually well-in- 
farmed quarters here, there are good 
reasons for believing that many in- 
siders in General ‘Moters have already 
taken profits. For a couple of weeks 
General Motors opened higher each 
morning on a comparatively small vol- 
ume of buying, thus gaining momen- 
_.tum which enabled much stock to be 
sold later in the day. « This profit- 
taking was conducted with as fhuch 
stock market skill as trained all 
Street has ever seen displayed. 
Some of the recent large buyers of 
General Motors who made a lot of 
money on the advance and then took 
profits sold the stock short at the 
opening day. There was not > much 
short selling, however. bécausé of the 
50. per cent stock dividend which the 
short seller must pay if he. gets 
“hooked’’ with his short commitment.

'SermonRewarded 
By Ten Converts 


Ten penitents answered the altar 
call at the revival airdome on Forsyth 
street Friday night after a fervid ap- 
peal for faith and repentance made by 
the Rey. Luke Rader, evangelist, at 
the close of his sermon on “Better 
Business.”

And Parachute 


Airplane and parachute will plunge 
earthward together at Lakewood 
Amusement park Sunday afternoon in 
the strangest race that has ever been 
run above the track that has seen 
Peter Manning, Joan LaCosta, Sid 
Haugdahl’ and all the other speed 
kings and queens of equine, human 
and mechanical origin that the coun- 
try boasts. 

The race, more fraught with peril 
to the participants than any other 
Lakewood crowds have seen, was an- 
nounced Friday as an upshot of an 
exchange of friendly razzing between 
Captain A. B. McMullen, veteran 
army and commercial airplane pilot, 
and Jimmy Calhoun, parachute jump- 
er who has thrilled immense crowds 
at the park by his leaps from a speed- 
ing airplane into the lake during the 
last two Sundays. -” 

Resenting the intimation that para- 
chute jumping was a vocation com- 
parable to knitting socks, Calhoun 
challenged McMullen to race him to 
earth from an altitude of half a mile 
as a substitute for the conventional 
parachute leap that had been sched- 
uled for Sunday. 

The parachute is to be cut loose 
from McMullen’s plane and given two 
seconds clearance to get it safe from 
range of the propeller and then Mc- 
Mullen is to dive into a tail spin in 
an effort to pass his plane completely 
under Calhoun and his parachute be- 
fore the parachute hits the surface 
of the lake. 

The airplane is to be permitted to 
hurl itself groundward with the as- 
sistance of its engines to increase its 
speed while Calhoun is to be permit- 
ted to keep his parachute partially 
closed and make a dead fall for as 
much of the distance as he chooses.
